Various 
types have been designed for hor<o> 
j with different shaped shoulders and

The pulling contests have demon­

In contests horses have 
pulled w hat appeared to be their 
maximum load, but by changing to 
collars of correct length and size 
they have pulled many more pounds 
i and with greater ease than when 
j they wore the shorter collars.

important as the length. A wide 
collar often is responsible for gall­ 
ing shoulders because it slips from 
Mde to side.
